Verbs are words that describe the action or condition of the 
subject — as, Magister docet, Th& master teaches. They are of 
three kinds — Copulative, Transitive, and Intransitive. 

Verbs are divided into two parts — the Finite and Infinite. 



SUBJECT AND VERB FINITE. ii 

The Finite Verb consists of all the parts of the Verb 
except the Infinitiye, Gerunds, Supines, and Participles, which 
together make up the Verb Infinite. 

Coimlatiye Verbs link a Subject and * Complement — as, 
Leones sunt animalia, Uum& are ammals. 

Transitive Verbs describe what the Subject does to the 
Object — as, Puer amat librum, The hoy loves the hook. 

Intransitive Verbs describe a condition or action which is 
complete in itself — as, Sedeo, / sit ; Ludo, I play. 

Voice. — ^Verbs have two Voices, Active and Passive. 

The Active Voice shows that the subject is or does some- 
thing — as. Pallet, He is pale ; Rego, / rule. 

The Passive Voice shows that the subject has something 
done to it — as, Eegor, / am ruled. 

Number. — There are two Numbers, Singular and Plural. 

Person. — The Finite Verb has three persons in each number. 

(a) ThQ first person denotes the person speaking — as, Dico, 
I say, 

(fi) The sec(md person denotes the person, place, or thing 
spoken to— ^as, Dicis, You say, 

(y) The third person denotes the person, place, or thing 
spoken of — as. Hie dicit, He says.

The Subject of the Finite Verb is put in the Nominative.

The Subject of the Sentence is the person, place, or thing whose 
action or condition is described, and is found by asking the question 
who or whcU with the Verb — as, Magistbk dat hbrmn puero. 

The Direct Object is the person, place, or thing directly affected by 
the ctction described, and is found by asking the question whom or 
whai with the Subject and Verb — as, Magister dat librum. 

The Indirect Object is the person, place, or thing indirectly affected 
by the action or condildon described — as, Magister dat librum puero. 

The Predicate is that which is stated about the Stibject — as, Yir, 
CURRIT ; Vir AMAT te ; Vir est bonus. 

The Nomlnatlye Case denotes the Subject of the Sentence. 

The Vocatlye Case denotes the person, place, or thing spoken to. 

The Accnsatlye Case denotes the direct object, and completes the 
meaning of a Transitive Verb. 

The Genitive Case is used to qualify nouns, either as a Subject or 
Object. 

The Dative Case denotes the recipient or indirect object. 

The Ablative Case denotes manner, material, cause, instrument, 
price, time when, place where, also place whence, if from a town. 

First Concord. — The Finite Verb agrees with the Nominative of 
its Subject in number and person* 

Second Concord. — Adjectives and Adjective Pronouns agree with 
their Substantive in number, case, and gender.
